From the Headmaster 




Lewis Evans (BCS '65) 



It is difficult adequately to explain my feelings as 
I take on the job of Headmaster of BCS after 27 
years of working here, not to mention the years 
before that! When Robert Ross drew me into Devel- 
opment 13 years ago, I thought: what a place this 
is! I can have a career change without leaving my 
place of work! 

Now, I say again: what a place this is! 

To say BCS has been good to me is to understate 
the case. And now, this opportunity to take the BCS 
helm, buoyed up by a surge of support from col- 
leagues and friends and friends who are colleagues, 
I am not only determined to bring to BCS the 
world-class reputation it already deserves, but utter- 
ly confident that we will do just that. 

On September 4 th , I addressed our new students 
and their parents. I told them that an independent 
school education is the second biggest personal 
investment that people make - second to their 
homes; that, while our homes are investments in 
our families' present, education is an investment in 
our children's future. They invested well. 

Indeed they have. 

I described BCS as one of the oldest schools in 
Canada, as a small school on a big campus, a 
school that draws its students from all around the 
world; a school that provides an excellent, rigorous, 
challenging academic program, that offers wonder- 
ful artistic and athletic opportunities, that teaches 
moral and social responsibility through its Round 
Square program and through its chaplaincy. 

Then, with the faculty and administration beside 
me, I told the parents what they could expect from 
us, from Faculty and Houseparents, from me and, 
because this is a 24-hour-a-day, seven-day-a-week 
boarding school, and from everybody who works 
here at BCS. They can expect us to take care of 
their children, to set an example that deserves to be 
followed, to give each child individual attention, 
and to deal with each student with fairness and 
understanding. 

I told the new students that they should expect 
us to care about their learning and growth, to praise 
their successes, to hold them accountable for their 
mistakes, to be understanding, and I told them that 
they could never expect us to accept anything short 
of their best effort. 

Our motto is Recti Cultus Pectora Roborant: Right 
Learnings Strengthen the Character. It takes charac- 
ter to give one's best effort day after day, week after 
week, month after month. . . but that's what we do - 
and that's what we expect our students to do. 



BCS is what it is today because of the generosity 
of many people. The hole in the quad (see the 
cover) - and the $6.3 million that is being spent to 
build a new theatre department, a new music 
department, a new library, a new student centre 
and a completely renovated science wing - is there 
because generous people believe in BCS. 

I believe in BCS, not just because I work here, 
not just because I went here, but because I know it 
and I see what it has to offer. 

I see the sense of community gained through 
Morning Chapel, the attention given in small class- 
es, the creativity and commitment of our teachers, 
the strengthening development of compulsory 
sports, the discipline reluctantly learned in Cadets, 
the courageous flair nurtured in the Arts, and, when 
day is done, the deep, life-long friendships begun 
in the houses. 

A boarding school is a place where the teachers 
work well beyond the basics and where the stu- 
dents - boarders and day students alike - reap the 
benefits of this leadership. 

For those of us who work in schools, students, 
teachers and staff, September is a time of new 
beginnings. It is a time of frightened steps into an 
unknown future and a time of excited reuniting of 
old friends, together again after a summer on oppo- 
site sides of the world. For some, it is a time to build 
on the successes of previous years and for others, 
another chance to get it right, once and for all. 

I finished my talk to the new students by urging 
them to use these years, enjoy them, appreciate 
them. 

I said: 

"If you attack your time at BCS with the attitude 
that you are going to get out of it everything there 
is to get, your high school years will be as good as 
they could be anywhere. 

"And in years to come, when people ask you 
where you went to school, tell them BCS. And 
when they ask what BCS is, tell them it's the best 
school in the country. 

"You can do better than that" I said, "You come 
from around the world. . . and we up here are proud 
of that - and of you for coming to us. 

"Tell them you went to the world's favourite 
boarding school."

At the School's opening meeting with new 
students and parents, our new Headmaster 
invited students to talk about BCS, their School, as 
"the world's favourite boarding school". 

Lewis Evans, the faculty and staff are deter- 
mined to make BCS just that. As you will see from 
his article in this Bulletin, Lewis is attacking his first 
year with energy and vision, while raising the bar 
for everyone associated with the School. It is an 
exciting and dynamic time to be at BCS. 

As the year starts, BCS has 264 students, up 
from 232 last year. The houses are full, but not 
stretching at the seams. All faculty now have lap- 
tops and there will be an on-line reporting system 
to keep parents in touch with their children's 
progress. 

As the cover of this Bulletin shows, there is a 
great hole where the old student centre and the- 
atre were. New construction has begun, replacing 
these facilities and adding a new library, music 
and science facilities, all of which are to be ready 
by next September. 

These efforts are being made to take the School 
toward the vision of the School Lewis outlined: 

• a small school on a big campus, 

• that draws its students from all around the 
world, 

• that provides an excellent, rigorous, chal- 
lenging academic program, 

• that offers wonderful artistic and athletic 
opportunities, 

• that teaches moral and social responsibility, 

• that gives its students individual attention, 
with fairness and understanding. 

Much of the excitement at BCS is the direct 
result of the hard work of our employees, volun- 
teers and supporters in recent years. 



The building, and new endowments for schol- 
arships and faculty development, have been paid 
for through our 20/20 Vision Capital Campaign, 
which raised over $15 million and ended official- 
ly in June with the turning of the first sod for the 
new building. I would again like to thank all those 
whose belief in BCS and generosity have made this 
possible. 

The School experienced a very constructive and 
positive transition period following the announce- 
ment of Lewis Evans's appointment in February. 
Last year, 100% of our graduating students won 
university acceptance, and the percentage of stu- 
dents returning to school has risen consistently, 
reflecting the quality of the BCS experience in 
every area. In June, the Board expressed its thanks 
to Nancy Layton for her eight years as Head of 
School with a beautiful painting of the Eastern 
Townships, by Sarah Peck Colby (KHC '65). 

Our new Headmaster (for he has returned to 
the traditional usage) has set out a vision, a wor- 
thy objective to be achieved, one which all those 
who have experienced the positive benefits of a 
BCS education will understand. In his speech to 
the new students, Lewis refers to Sir Francis 
Drake's prayer for strength to carry on till the mat- 
ter is fully finished. BCS is our favourite boarding 
school; like Sir Francis, we hope to conquer the 
world with excellence on a small scale, through 
determination, sustained effort and skillful navi- 
gation. 

We wish Lewis and all those who sail in the BCS 
ship godspeed and continuing success on the 
journey, and invite everyone in the BCS commu- 
nity to get on board!

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20/20 Vision Capital Campaign - a successi 



On Friday, June 20, at BCS, while the campus 
was abuzz with the usual end-of-school activ- 
ities, graduation and awards ceremonies, there was, 
on a patch of grass, an unusually large crowd gath- 
ered for a moment all had been dreaming of for 
three years. A groundbreaking ceremony was being 
held to mark the end of the most successful Capital 
Campaign ever held at the School, and to mark the 
beginning of a new era. 

Senator Molson was the spark that fired up the 
20/20 Vision campaign by generously giving BCS 
what was, at that time, the largest single gift ever 
given to an independent school. He gave $5 mil- 
lion without condition. He only stipulated that the 
money be used wisely, and that others be encour- 
aged to give generously. The School did, and sur- 
passed its objective, moving well beyond the $15 
million target. 

Representing the late Senator Hartland Molson 
at the event was his youngest grandson the Hon- 
ourable Max Hardinge. 

In his address to the audience the Honourable 
Hardinge expressed that Senator Molson would be 
proud of BCS, and proud of our community for ral- 
lying together for the betterment of what is a truly 
remarkable School. 

Campaign Chair Pat Webster proudly agreed. 

"The School has succeeded. The students have 
succeeded," she exclaimed. "But while we dreamt 
about this moment with excitement, there was also 
a certain trepidation. Raising $15,000,000 was a 
big challenge and many doubted our ability to 
achieve it. We knew that our chances were good, 
but only with a lot of hard work and cooperation, 
and with a lot of support, from everyone: old boys 
and old girls, board members, parents, faculty and 
students. 

"Our first campaign chairman was David John- 
ston, former principle of McGill University and 
now President of the University of Waterloo - and 
BCS parent, five times over. He described this cam- 
paign as possibly the most successful of any inde- 
pendent school in Canada: an average of more 
than $60,000 per student. 

"David and Sharon Johnston resigned as cam- 
paign co-chairs when David became President of 
University of Waterloo. They were succeeded by 
Peter White and mid-way through the campaign 
I joined Peter as co-chair. It is my happy privilege 
to thank these individuals for all their work. 
Throughout, the campaign has been led by a won- 
derful committee. Bill Borntraeger, Sue Chad- 
wick, Kip Cobbett, Francois de Sainte Marie, 
Timon Deichmann, Rae Heenan, Sass Khaz- 
zam, Brad Mitchell, Tim Price, Bill Stavert. And 




then there is the dedication and determination of 
our two school campaign leaders - Nancy Layton 
and Lewis Evans. What a team! 

"Together - and let me include in that all of you 
who have helped in so many ways - together 
we've done it. We have raised over $15 million for 
BCS. We have provided the means for the school 
to do what it does so well - educating young men 
and women of distinction. And while this moment 
marks an end, it also marks a beginning. Of con- 
struction yes, but also the beginning of an oppor- 
tunity. An opportunity for us to give back in some 
way a part of what we have gained from our 
engagement with this extraordinary institution. 

"Our continuing commitment to BCS is vitally 
important. It's a commitment of spirit and loyalty. 
It is a commitment of money. In the months and 
years ahead, you will continue to be asked to sup- 
port the School through Annual Giving and other 
fundraising projects and it is my hope that you will 
continue to find your reasons to say yes. Clearly 
this moment shows that you have found those rea- 
sons in the past. Looking around, it is easy to see 
why. The true value that BCS offers is in front of 
us - students ready to take on the world. 

And so it is with great pride that I declare this 
20/20 Vision Capital Campaign to be closed." 

BCS would like to take this opportunity to thank Pat 
Webster for her dedication, love of the School and 
belief in what we are trying to accomplish. She not 
only supported and guided the campaign, but 
made it soar to a level of success that we dared only 
dream of- Pat has been nothing short of inspira- 
tional.

Our objective is to raise $200,000 by June 31, 
2004.

There are even tax 
advantages when including BCS in life-insurance 
policies.

Lord William Shaughnessy 1922-2003 

A military service was held on Sunday, 
September 21, for the Honourable Lord 
William Shaughnessy (BCS '38) who died of 
pneumonia on May 22, at the age of 81. His 
ashes now rest in the National Field of Honour 
in Pointe Claire. 

Although he was one of few Canadians to 
have sat in Britain's House of Lords, it is said that 
Lord Shaughnessy was prouder of his accom- 
plishments as a soldier with the Canadian 
Grenadier Guards, the regiment with which he 
served in World War II, than his royal title. 

It is while attending BCS that the young 
Shaughnessy, known as Shag by his school 
peers, succeeded to his father's title as Lord in 
1938. Son Michael, and daughters Marion and 
Brigid survive Lord Shaughnessy. 

Headmaster Lewis Evans, BCS Cadet Chris- 
tiana Fizet, and a number of Old Boys who had 
remained life-long friends with Lord Shaugh- 
nessy attended the service.

There's a hole in the Quad that I am growing fond of. One day, soon, in 
its place, built on a solid foundation, will stand a majestic structure. 
Within this building's walls will echo the sound of music, books will be 
read, scenes will be rehearsed, and its halls will be filled by the voices and 
laughter of bustling students. 

In its 1 67-year history, BCS has seen its campus evolve constantly, 
always, thanks to the philanthropic nature, the vision, and the strong cama- 
raderie of the School's Old Boys and Old Girls, parents and friends. Peter 
G. Holt was such an Old Boy who wanted to give back to the School and 
offer a gift by which he would be remembered long after he was gone. He 
wrote about his ties to BCS, 

"The chain of ivy all over the wall, the blare of the bugles 
on Saturday morn, ...I shall remember most of it all. " 

In 1951, 10 years after his death, the Peter G. Holt Library was opened. He 
is now part of our heritage, part of our foundation. 

In 1986, on a summer visit to Tadoussac, I met the man who would 
later become Headmaster at a school that was, at the time, little known to 
me. He, his wife, and his children made a lasting impression on me. To a 
young French girl from Val David, a small town in the Laurentians, they 
struck me as regal, warm, intellectual, and nurturing. Lewis Evans at the 
time was Houseparent at Smith House where Scott Stevenson (BCS '85), 
my boyfriend, lived during his last year at BCS. In a single day spent with 
this family, I too was building ties, a foundation to an institution that 
would one day reward me with a career. How funny life is. 

Lewis is to me, and will always remain (because of that summer), what 
BCS stands for. He wanders the halls calmly and dignified as if the walls 
were built in order to surround him, just as they have done since he was a 
babe. How can I possibly compete with such history, with such an inherit- 
ed sense of belonging? 

I met Theodora Brinckman (BCS '84) in 1994. Scott and I were living in 
Aylmer, Quebec at the time but thinking of moving to the Townships with 
our 1 -year-old daughter, Verity. I am not normally a shy person, but in our 
first meeting, faced with the strength of character and awesome personality 
that Theo is, I was incredibly shy. We moved, and we have been faithful 
friends ever since, shyness gone. Our children will attend BCS in a couple 
of years and continue to build on their heritage together. 

The cement foundation in the quad is slowly taking shape. I can now 
picture how the building's exterior walls will look, and how its arms will 
link the main schoolhouse to the science building and gymnasium as 
though they had always been there. 

...and so shall my foundation build. 

Thank you for granting me the honour of working at your School ...at 
our remarkable School.
